Beginning October 1 and continu- 
ing until next April 80, subsidies 
will be paid to dairy producers as 
follows: 

1 Fifty-five cents per 100 pounde 
to producer-distributors of fluid 
milk and of such milk brought by 
distributors for fluid milk consump. 
tion as the agricultural food board 
may direct’ The present subsidy is 
25 cents. 

2 Thirty cents per 100 pounds of 
producer-distributora of fluid milk 
and of euch milk brought by distrib 
utora for fluid milk consumption as 
the agricultural food board may 
direct. No subsidy now is being 
paid, although 25 cents was paid in 
March and April of this year for 
milk to be used for condensed, 
evaporated or whole milk powder 
purposes 

8 Thirty cents per 100 pounds of 
milk used in the manufacture of 
cheddar cheese. Uhis eubsidy is 
new. 

4 The eight cents a pound subsidy 


on butterfat will be continued until] W 


Deeember 31, and 10 cente a pound 
will be paid from January 1 to April

Officials estimated the cost of the 
subsidies, in the period October 1 to 
May 1, would be from $18,000,000

FALL PLOWING 

More and more farmers are be- 
ginning to realize that the most 
precious asset they have for pro- 
ducing a good yield of any crop on 
our prairies is the aceumulated 
moisture in the soil Rains which 
occur alter harvest and until freeze- 
up, usually from August Ist until 
November lat, are of great value for 
making next year’s crop 

There are two agencies tending to 
use up thie moisture before the next 
crop can have tha benefit of it. 
One is WEEDS and the other ie 
PLOWING If, therefore, land 
which is to be cropped next year is 
fairly free from weeds, farmers 
would do well not to plough in the 
fall; indeed in my own opinion, 
from what | have learned from my 
study of crops, | do not hesitate to 
suggest that fall plowing should only 
be done if the growth of weeds is 
extremely bad, for each time the 
land is turned over by a plough, we 
can be sure that mueb precious 
moisture ig evaporated into the air. 
If the Jand, however, containe a 


moderate quantity only of weed 
planta then a shallow cultivation - 
not plowing - ag early in the fall as 
poseible will usually induce many 
weed seeds to germinate, aud eo 
many of the young weed plants will 
be killed by the winter frosts.
